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EDITORIAL : ON THE FUNDING OF UFO RESEARCH Ken Green (Wufos) 

The editorial in Issue 43 (December 77) annoyed me intensely! Having recently looked 
at my pay slip and blanched at the amount of tax which had been deducted your 
suggestion that the government should spend even more public money on such a lunatic 
subject as ufology was not welcomed by me.In fact,if,as you state,the MOD is already 
•spending millions on this then I am thinking of writing to my M? to protest!! 

To be more serious the above paragraph could easily have been a non-ufologists 
attitude to the editorial comments,and I am inclined to agree with it.Officially, 
the government is not ’sitting on the fence’ - it is completely ignoring it,There 
is no official government policy except in so far as possible defence needs are 
concerned,This provides the interest of the Ministry of Defence 0 

As for Britain falling behind the rest of the world,this was a very clever piece of 
writing in that it appeals to national feeling in a matter where national barriers 
are insignificant,To me it is totally irrelevant WHO solves the riddle of the UFO 
phenomenon,but even if I were deeply commited to a British organisation being the 
first I would not suggest that we should be any less likuly to be the first just 
because there is no official research,I feel this is a Matter best left to the 
committed and experienced civilians rather than trusted to any government body. 

Finally,we.must remember that ufologists are,rightly or wrongly,a minority and in a 
society which is still,hopefully,a democracy.lt is the majority which commands the 
support.No - we must finance our own research,keeping control oyer the funds and using 
the keen interest of ufologists to its best advantage. 

Anyway - if research were to be done officially we would all be out of a job! 

What would then be the use of WUFOS,NUFON or any other ufo group? 

(EDITORS NOTE: Seme interesting comments here.It is not a question of who is first . 
Official ufo research,such as is being done in countries like-France and the USA,is 
limited by funding,An international effort must be done - and this should involve 
Britain,In any event,the research spin offs are what is important 0 Remember,UFOs 
should be viewed as phenomena which display factors which if understood could be of 
great advantage to us,It matters not whether they be spacehips or mental projections. 
There is no doubt that amateurs will continue to play a vital role despite any 
official involvementoWe have the experience. Scientists and ufologists are needed 
hand in hand,There is no fears of our becoming redundant overnight - unless the 
spacemen p" IF they exist that is - land tommnrow. night!)

AROUND THE GROUP S; 4) WUFOS Ken Green 

WUFOS was'formed in 1972,and began as a,gleam.in the schoolboy mind of Mike Dean, 
The group centred on the Bebbington Grammar School,on the Wirral,and had several 
problems because of this.The chief one here was the lack of credibility., 
'they're just a bunch of kids playing around' type of thing, Bspite this the 
group prospered and burst from the confines otff the school in 197 ^ with the creation 
of an adult section.WUFOS reached its apek in 1975»when it had well in excess 
of 100 members and case investigations were aplenty.lt had been one of the three 
founder groups Qf NUFON (nee UNO) at the start of the association,and hoste'd its 
first conference on the Wireal in Rummer 1974.This was the last major venture 
WUFOS staged„ - 

The decline of WUFOS has Come about for several reasons.Firstly the founder member 
left the schoi and although the school section flourished for a time'it-gradually 
faded,The adult section dwindled also,especially when Mike Dean moved out of t&e 
area.Then the group magazine Skylink,which had been a highly praised duplicated 
newsletter,failed and the last thread with the casual members was broken in 
the latter part of 1976. Perhaps on a broader base there are the geographical 
constraints which cut the Wirral off from the rest of Merseyside,making the 
staging of events in Liverpool and the consequent support of many individuals 
somewhat difficult. 

Throughout 1977 WUFOS has maintained a very low profile,with scarcely any case 
investigations at all.A minimal amount of publicity has been maintained,although 
this situation may well change,WUFOS activity has not ceased altogether s however, 
and the group's name lives on through the auspices of Ken Green and Paul Whetnall 
- its two most prolific members. Ken operates the NUFON cassette tape library of 
ufo lectures .and Paul is an editor of Northern UFO News and a UFOIN investigator,, 

The group.has . provided at least one significant contribution to ufo research in 
the sociological analysis of ufo sighting reports conducted by Mike Dean and 
published as a special issue by NUFON in 1975*Id is still hoped to one day update 
this valuable publication,which is now out of print. 
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NASA AND THOSE UFOs

Am apparantly listless debate withih NASA over whether or not to study the UFO 
phenomenon has been concluded,and at President Garters request they announced 
their decision, (See NUN December 1977) 

"The decision is an embarrassing one in many respects because Garter is the first 
president who publically admits that he believesjfrom personal sightings,that 
there may be something to the phenomenon,Basically NASA have said that they.will 
not cut back anything else to devote money to what they see as a fruitless study 
and that they would require a direct presidential order to change their minds. 

Mr David Williamson,and assistant administrator for special projects,said 
'We are a physics agency here,and we would have to have,in evidentiary form, 
something physical to work with'. 

The decision must have been delicate,for not only is Mr Garter sympathetic to the 
whole subject but public interest in ufus in the States is currently at a massive 
high because of two block-buster sci-fi films (STAR WARS and CLOSE ENCOUNTERS OF 
THE THIRD KIND),NASA is now handling all letters on ufos sent to the White House, 
but is reluctant to say how the task is being carried out and wgat sort of replies 
it is sending out!!

These incidents are related because they are intrinsically interesting,although 
they do not as such have anything to do with UFOs.They do have parallels with 
reports in ufo literature,and are perhaps important in view of the often noted 
link between contactees and paranormal events which seem to act as a prelude. 

Mr S Harwood is a 17 year old employee of a tailoring firm in Warrington,and a 
Colleague of Peter Hough.On December 24 1977 at I3.OO he was alone in the shop 
when he suddenly saw a white conical object come through/from the window and travel 
across the room at a downward angle disappearing in the direction of the door,His 
view was then obscurred by a wall.The object was the size of a pear and glowed 
white with a wiggly tail about 2/3 times the size of the 'pear' behind it.It was 
in view 2/3 seconds only,The weather was stormy so could this have been ball 
lightning?

This is an.intriguing story which is still being pursued.lt concerns a lady from 
Windermere,Cumbria,who was driving along the A 591 4 miles north of Kendal on 
JANUARY 2 1978 rft 20.40.She drives this road at least five times a week and is 
well aware of what is on it.The surroundings are fairly desolate amidst the lovely 
countryside of the region,The night was bad.It was raining hard.Suddenly she came 
upon a colossal two-storey- 'mansion' which was sitting clone to the side of the 
road t It had dark mullions dividing rows of windows and a sharp slope at the left 
which she took to be a porch.The whole building glowed with a peculiar amber red 
light which was very intense.The witness was immediately puzzled but still thought 
it was a house t She intended* to stop in a nearby lane to have-a closer look but a 
police car was there and she drove on.She now regrets she did this. It was-only on 
reaching home and talking to her husband did she realise that a house is never evenly 
illuminated in this strange way,that the 'mansion' was just too large for her not to ha 
have noticed before and that perhaps she had seen something truly wierd.She called 
the police but got no kelp.Eventually Lancaster library put her onto MUFORA. A 
phantom building? A time displacement? Or - a landed UFO? Whatever the building ms 
not there now.There is no trace of itI It is worth remembering the major flap in

(FSR Vol 23 - 3,1978) where a phantom building was seen in Spain.Interesting that 
such a ; story of this very rare phenomenon should appear in FSR (for the first time 
certainly in ten years,perhaps more) at precisely the same time as a report is 
independently made to us. Coincidence yet again?

The witness is an experienced amateur astronomer and his veracity has been supported

sharply defined and hovering over Bold Power
